Sir,—I have given very careful consideration 
-to the: proposals contained in your confidential 
despatch of the sth of: June; for: anorgine 
financial assistance to the Tanjong Pagar Duc 
Company in order to enable them to carry out’ 
the extensive works which they have in con- 
templation, ° ; 5 

2, I have obtained from the Comte) 
copy of the Report of their Consulting En- 
gineers which I enclose for your information. 
Itis stated in that report (Section 20) that “the 
.existing facilities are taxed to the utmost and 
sare entirely inadequate to. meet the increasing 
demands of the port,” and from information at 
my, d-sposal I have no doubt as to the correct- 
fess of the statements made in paragraph 2 of 
yonr despatch, that there can‘ be no question of 
the inadequacy of. the facilities ‘at present 
prov'ded, and that " delay in making adequate 
provision, not only for present requirements 
but for those. of the immediate future, will bea 
serious injury not only to Singapore but to the 
enormous British shipping interests engaged in 
the Eastern trade.” ay BO 

4. The scheme prepared-by the Conaylting 
Engineers appears. to me, 20 far as 1 anjable 
to form a judgment on the matter, to be well 
devised and to make adequate provision, if it, 
is carried outin its ontirety, for the require- 
ments ofthe port for many years to. come, but 
its cost will be greater than you ware led toiex- 
pec’, In paragraph 11 of your despatch you’ 
contemplaie an expenditure ‘of about 
‘£1,200,000, whereas the estimate of the En- 
gincers is over £1,§00,000, to be spread over 
1§ years, 

4. It is evident that, if this money is pro- 
vided and the proposed improvements are car- 
ried out, the position of the Company will be 
materially modified ; its capital in shares and 
debentures will be increased. nearly four-fold, 
and its influence at oncedn-the affairs of the 
Peninsula and indirectly on British trade and 
British interests in the Far East, for good or 
evil, will be correspondingly increased. 

There.can be no question as to the vital im- 
portance to the Settlements and to-the Malay 
State of providing a ‘equate shipping facilities. 
The:Tanjong Pagar Dock Company has estab: 
lished a practical.monop-ly:in this respect, and 
it would be difficult to name another Colony, 
at any rate any Colony approaching the Straita 
Settlements in size ard importance, whose 
fortunes are so intimately connected wilh antl 
indeed dependent on, the ‘policy of a com- 
mercial body, Mismanagement, or “even an 
adininistration solely devoted to shareholders! 
interests, an the part of the Company would in 
the course of time strike a blow at the pros.

Arenewed discussion of the Philippine 
"| sugar question is aroused by the efforts of 
the bect sugar interests of the United States 
to overcome the arguments advanced in, 
favour of the section of the Philippine bill, 
admitting the sugar product of the islands 
to America on a basis of twenty-five per 
cent: of the original Dingley bill. A 
special wire from San Francisco to the 
Manila Cud/enezys_ states that _ petitions, 
bearing the names of jthousands of voters 
from Utah, Colorado, Wisconsin, Nebraska, : 
Kansas and Maryland haye been filed’ in 
opposition to the. proposed law, the peti-- 
lioners claiming that the success of the 
measure will throw thousands out of employ- 
ment and completely cripple the sugar grow- 
ing industry of the United States. It is also 
claimed that the factories have not yet 
recovered from the blow dedlt by the 
reciprocity arrangement with Cuba, and the 
Porto Rico product, which, of course, must 
be taken to mean that, in their opinion, the 
success of the proposed -bill will bring  fur- 
ther distress to the sugar interesis of the 
home country, The Manila Z/mes thinks 
that the steps taken by the sugar trust is the 
ordinary ruse adopted by large interests to 
influence legislation in their behalf, its chief 
motive being to align the working classes 
against the proposed measure, and to seek 
the expression of a large number who are 
not able to understand the ulterior motive. 
Fortunately for America and her possessions 
there are many in the home country alive 
to the importance of following Cuban re- 
ciprocity by tariff favours to the Philippines. 
[t is certainly a move in the right direction 
and one that seems almost essential in bring- 
ing relief and consequently, contentment, to 
the Filipino, who can scarcely be expected to 
exhibit the tranquillity and loyalty which pre- 
vail in Porto Rico, when the Philippines are 
subject to unequal and invidious treatment 
by American fiscal legislation, The fear 
that the amount of sugar grown in the 
Islands would injure anybody in the United 
States, or that it can be so increased 
as to be a menace, seems ridiculous 
in view of the vast quantities of sugar 
imported from America, but if the beet 
sugar‘industry receives a check as the result 
of the Cooper bill the sugar production in 
the Philippines will be stimulated, and what 
was once a most prosperous industry may 
yet revert to its old time prosperity. We 
have announced in our columns quite re. 
cently that, in view of ‘the promising pros- 
pects of the forthcaming crop in the Philip- 
pines, the general managers of the Luzon 
Sugar Refining Company, whose mills have 
been shut dawn now for the past eight years, 
have decided to reopen them for the refining 
of sugar, which, we may take it, will find a 
ready sale not only within the archipelago, 
but the surplus of whose supply, when local 
needs have been met, will find its way, under 
advantageous conditions by virtue of the 
new law to be introduced into the States, 
into that territory. Indirectly, the refining 
industry ih Hongkong will be promoted, and 
the benefits arising from the Cooper bill will 
therefore be regarded with some satisfaction 
by the interests more immediately affected 
by legislation in a direction which is agitating 
the people in the old country.

As you are probably aware it is now neces- 
sary before any destitute, who is a seaman, can 
gain admittance to the Sailors’ Home that he 
should deposit $60 as a guarantee for the cost 
of his maintenance and owing to this rule 
which is necessary if the Home is to keep its 
present satisfactory status of a self-supporting 
institution, many deserving cases of destitution 
are precluded fram entering the Home and are 
perforce driven to ihe House of Detention, 

L have, however, recently arranged that before 
any destilute is arrested by the police and sent 
to the House of Detention as a vagrant he shall 

“be sent to the Sailors’ Home and have his case’ 

investigated by the superintendent and chap-’ 
lain with o view to ascertaining whether the 
man is a seaman and worthy of assistance, 

Should the case be a meritorious one I sug- 
gest that the Benevolent Society should gua- 
rantee the necessary 360 and propose in order 
to effect this guarantee that subscribers should” 
be invited, in addition to their present subscrip- 
tions, to undertake the Society’s obligations in 
the following manner, Assume that A. B,, Cho.

NEW GAY WORKS OFFICES. 


NOW THE WAR AFFECTS 1 THE COAL: TRADE, 


In the énurse ofa recent article’ on the sub- 
ject of the Gasworks in Hongkong mention 
was made of the naw buildiogs which it.is pro- 
posed to erect ng offices and for the accommo- 
dation of the principal officials at the works, - 

© The new bailing, which hag practically been 
completed, stands an lund immediately oppo- 
site the present offices, It is a handsome 
structure of three storeys, the ‘ground floor 
beit.y ‘set apat.as the offices, while on tho 
second floor there will be an exlensive show- 
room and the residence of the, superintendent 
of the fitting dép; part rtment, Mr. ‘Terrey, The’ 
residence of the éigineer, Mr, McCubhin, is in 
the frontage facing the sea and comprises a 
a suite of handsome tooms which are already 
occupied, , 

. It 1s: proposed in the near future}to erect cont 
stores on balf of the reclaimed ground, as the 
needs of the community expand, . Meanwhile, 
the old offices have been demolished and coal, 
stores will be erected in their place,’ adjoining 
the retort houses, One of these new coal 
stores will have a length of 180 feet and-a 
width of 80 feet. 

The need for ndditional accommodation ‘for 
the coal 1s to be found in the fuct that recent 
complications in the Far East have led. the 
company to recognise the necessity of being 
prepared for,any contingency in the-shape of a 
temporary stoppiye of coal: supplies. Before 
Russia and Japan got at loggerbeads a: single 
thonth’s supply of coal was considered ample, | ; 
but now the Company have so increased their 
stock that they are ready to meet the public 
demands in the consumption of gas for six 
months ata stretch. As a matter of fact the 
Company have a nine months! supply in stocks, 
by which time itis to be hoped that the war 
in the Far Enst will have been’ settled one 
way or the other, 

At present-the business of ‘the: Gas “offices 
is carried on in’ a large -matshed within 
the main grounds of the works, but that con- 
dition of things will soon be altered and the 
Secretary, engineer, and clerks will be accom: 
modated in large, airy rooms:having a: fine 
view of the harbour and shipping: The archi- 


sepcifications of the works shaw that the build. 
ing will be 62 feet inside measurement by 83 
feet lony. : 

There is a‘new apparatus for coping with any 
outbreak of fire on the works so there should 
be no danger from that source, 

The Kowloon works have ilso been increased 
lately, The retort house was capable of pro- 
ducing 100,009 cubic feet of gas a day when 
the gasholder was erected in 1897, but now the 
old plant from the Hongkong works has been 
removed to Kowloon, so that a supply of 
300,c00 cubic feet of yas per diem’can be pro- 
vided, Kowlaon has increased so. greatly in 
point of gas consumers that this extension which 
was hardly contemplated in 1897 has forced 
itself on the attention of the Coinpany with the 
result that there is likely to be an adequate 
supply at the disposal of consumers for some 
yeary to come, 

The works at Kowloon cover a space of 
146,020 square feet, while those ot West Point 
and at Wanchai occupy betweeh eight and ten 
acres. The general business of carrying out 
the recent extensions was performed by the 


In Kowloon the number of consumers in 
1903, when Mr, McCubbin took charge, was— 
Europeans, 121; Chinese, 3o—a total of 151, 
In 1994 the numbers were—Europeans, 170; 
Chinese 58—a total of 228, showing an increase 
of 77, and as Kowloon is developing ‘in every 
direction the increase may be ‘expected to go 
on ata still greater pace in the future, “In 
Kowloon the make of gas in 1900 was 6,071,800 
cubic feet; Ii 1904 it was 10,201,000 cubic feet, 
it is noteworthy that during the three days of 
the Chinese year the increase .in consumption 
rises $0 per cent.
